chairman of the board. 

For 52 years Mr. Glover had been | 
a resident of Redlands valley and | 
with the exception of two years in! 
the Highland district, has spent the | 
entire period in Redlands. After en-' 
gaging in ranching for several years 
Mr. Glover disposed of his interests, 
in this line and engaged in the mer: | 
cantile business. He continued in 
the mercantile business for five years. 

Besides his serving several terms) 
as county supervisor Mr, Glover serv: 
ed his home city and county in other | 
capacities. But it was as a member 
of the county board of supervisors 
that Glover was best known. 

Although a life-long Democrat, Mr. 
Glover established. a record for con- 
tinuous service as member of the 
board of supervisors as representa- 
tive of a district overwhelmingly Re- 
pudlican. He often referred ‘to his 
election the first time as one of the 
greatest surprises of his life. He was 
a strong advocate of prohibition. 

James Brown Glover was born in 
Benton county, Mo., June 29, 1842, 
being the son of the Rev. and Mrs. 
M. W. Glover. His father was a cir- 
cuit preacher for the Methodist 
Church, South. In November, 1855, 
the family came to California, making 
the trip by the Isthmus route. Their 
first home in California was at Dry- 
town, Amador county, where young 
Glover assisted his father in quartz 
and placer mining. Later the family 
removed to Mendocino and Sonoma 
counties, then to this county where 
they have resided ever since. 

On July 2, 1868, Miss Elizabeth A. 
McGuire became the wife of Mr. Glo- 
ver and the couple have lived de- 
votedly to one another during all the

PRESIDENT HARDING ON PUBLIC 
WELFARE 

President Harding has appointed 
Dr. Charles E. Sawyer, of Marion, 
Ohio, as the White House physician 
for the new administration, and has 
nominated him to be a brigadier gen- 
eral in the medical reserve corps of 
the United States army. The nom- 
ina.ion has been confirmed by tke 
Senate. The choice of Pr. Sawyer 
as the family physician of the Hard- 
ings in Washington is in itself but a 
retention of a tried friend and coun- 
sellor in the same capacity that had 
been his in Marion, and it is more 
or less incidental. With the pay af: 
forded by his generalcy and befitting 
the tasks the resident expects him 
to perform, however, Dr, Sawyer is 
to be considerably more than White 
House physician, What more is sig- 
nified in this announcement from the 
White House concerning the appoint: 
ment: 

“president Harding has long since 
been convinced that the affairs re- 
lating to public welfare, such as pub- 
lic health, education and social jus- 
tice, are so intimately related and 
su vital to the nation’s perpetuity 
that he has decided to begin at once 
a careful survéy of all matters per- 
taining to these subjects.

SIMPLE REASON FOR THRIFT 


Its Practice Necessary That There May 
Be Margin of Production Over 
Consumpticn, 

Is It not mere caddishness for one 
who can afford to buy and does buy 
silk skirts and silk stockings and 
automobiles, and who freely admits 
that he wastes money, but who justi- 
fies himself somewhat  belligerently 
by saying that he can afford to waste 
money, and that it is nobody's busi- 
ness, to object to other people doing 
the same sort.of thing only because 
he thinks the other people cannot 
afford the expenditures? Right down 
in our hearts we know that the con- 
cern is not all with the welfare of 
those other people who are wasting 
their money; it is really a matter of 
Jealousy and of class distinction 
based on clothing—a feeling that 
these people have committed 
misdemeanors, as when the cook du- 
plicated her mistress’ hat. And any 
one who preaches thrift to people on 
the ground that they should not have 
what they lke for their 





is really preaching revolution. 

If, then, thrift has no virtue in It- 
self, if every person within the limits 
of the law is entitled to spend what 
he can earn, and more than he can 
earn if he can get away with It, is 
there any unmoral reason for thrift? 

The reason for thrift is plain, It 
is not necessary to talk about moral- 
ity. It is simply that if we do not 
have thrift we shall not mave a mar- 
gin df production over consumption— 
that is, we shall not have capital. If 
we do not have capital we cannot have 
progress, for we shall have no means 
wherewith to make improvement in ex- 
isting facilities for production. There 
is thé danger of extravagance. And 
it is a very real danger.—Samuel Crow- 
ther, in the North American Review. 


PAPER FROM VENEER WASTE 


Possibilities in Material That Has 
Hitherto Been Considered to Be 
Without Value. 

In the wood waste from veneer fac- 
tories the United States forest prod- 
ucts laboratory sees considerable raw 


of high grades of paper. The cores of 
many kinds of veneer logs, now used 


exeellent pulpwood. In addition, a 
large part of the clippings could be 
turned into pulp stock with profit. 
Among the veneer woods whose 
waste has paper-making possibilities 


are red gum, yellow poplar, cotton 
wood, birch, tupelo, basswood and 
beech. Many veneer factories cutting 


these species are already within ship- 
ping distance of pulp mills. “In certain 
other cases veneer factories are so 
grouped that they might furnish pulp- 
wood enough to warrant the erection 
of a centrally located mill, Other 
economic factors being favorable, such 
a mill could profitably operate on a 
daily supply of veneer waste equiva- 
lent to 50 cords of ordinary pulp-

Farm life arose in California as in 
no other state. There was no jog- 
trotting to the mill with a grist in 
one end of a sack and a stone in the 
other. There was no sun-bonneted
